Scientists In Studying

Dry Eyre, president of the Royal 


Microscopical Society, writes in t 
At Fort Norman| ™‘*'e copical Society, writes in the 


London Daily Mail on the potentiali- 
tics of the new microscope devised by 
Mr. J. E. Barnard. It enables photo- 
graphy of the living bacillus, and Dr. 
Eyre, if certain conditions are con- 
firmed, sees new possibilities opening 
up with this aid for the treatment of 
infective disease by serums and vac- 
cines, 

“With the life history of bacteria 
recorded by the wonder microscope, 
preventive and curative medicine may 
develop enormously, if not almost 
wholly, on these lines, and the use of 
drugs be restricted to the alleviation 
of sypmtoms 
“Tt also seems that, by detecting at 

early stage that deposit of salts 
which causes the hardening of the ar- 
teries, the new microscope may en- 
able us to check the onsct of prema- 
ture old age.” 

“Few diseases have made so im- 
mediate an appeal to the imagination 
as the sleeping sickness of West Af- 
rica,” says the Times. “The passage 
of its victim through lethargy to 
drowsiness ever increasing, and final- 
ly to a death which no effort, in the 
majority of instances, has served to 
avert, holds a quality of dread at once 
Strange and fascinating.
